DIFFERENTIAL DUTIES IN CBINA. 


LETTER TO THE BRITIOH MINISTED 
AT PEEING, 

The following is a copy of tha eom- 
munication sent to Mc N. R, O'Conor with 
regard to differential duties :— 

Hongkong General Chamber 
of Commerce, 
September lat, 1894. 

Sip,—It is with considerable regrot that 
this Chamber has to roturs to Lhe Aubject 
of ‘differential dutica’ in favour of the 
juak trade between Can‘va and this Port, 
that has o pied its attention daring tha 
last thre years aud which the Chambor 
was competled to bring under the peraonal 
notice of Her Britannic Majesty's Principal 
Secretary of State fur Fureiga Affairs on 
the Int Decembor, 1891. 

‘Yo save troublesome references and to 
put your Lordship in posaeasion of the full 
facts and history of the case, you will find 
suclosed a printed o py of all the detaile 
that havo coma under the notice of this 
Chamber in connection with this long- 
atanding grievanco of the shipping interests 
of this Oclony. 

I beg to point ont that the Ohinese 
Authoritios hare most distinctly admitted 
their illegal action, and, in August 1892, 
consequent upon the strong representations 
made, at the instigation of Her Britsnnic 
Majesty’s Principal Secrotary of State, ty 
Hor Britannic Majesty's Envoy Extraordin- 
at Poking to the Tsung-li-Yamén the 
objectionable system was partially abuliahed 
and a return -te tho normal truffie, aos 
regards ‘fea, was established consequent 

- upon an equal Jevy of duties upon that 
article whether shipped by junk oc steamer, 

This relief was, howevar, of short dura- 
tion, for ou the Ith July, 1893, tho old 
illegal order was re-eatabiished by the Chi- 
neso Authorities in Canton, and sines that 
date up till now only a few packages of tea 
have been brought to Hongkong vy stea- 
mers; with these few trifling exceptions 
the entire trade has reverted to junka. 

Your Lordship will observe this complaint 
refers to tea only, but other articles of 
roduce receive similar favoured treatment, 
if shipped by juok, and the namber thus 
dealt with bas increased, and will no doubt 
further incroase, from what it was three 
years ago owing to the impunity with which 
the Ohinese Authorities are able to break 
Treaty obligativas., Exports from Ganton 
to Hongkong by junk. are also receiving 
privileged. treatmont to induce the traffic to 
goin ‘Hativo bottome, :

Hora iaon admission that irregularities 
may oxist without tha. knavledgo of tho 
higher officials; such irregularities this 
Chamber maintaina now occur. For oxact- 
ly the asme eet of circumstances preducea 
the mame result, Complaint is made that 
broachea of Treaty ocour, efter a long 
correspondence and much negociation an 
admission is made that thoue breaches have 
happened, ordors ore givun for rectification 
of these iiegal acta, and the oarrying trade 
roverts for a time (o notmeal channols. 
The trade then departs from ita waual 
course into the old preferance for junk 
cartiage. No other conclusion is possible 
but that the samo practices ara at work 
now that wero admitted to oxist before. 

Buyers of produce in Qanton for export 
to forcign porte from Hongkong are able to 
purchase considerably cheaper if bought 
delivorad by junk in Bongkong, than if 
they purchase for delivery in Gunton and 
transferred the cargo from Qanton to 
Hongkong in foreiga steamera, the freight 
by steam to Hongkong boing very mich 
below junk carriage. In short, a seller of 
produco for delivery in Canton would 
demand considerably more than woald be 
accepted, for the same article, delivered by 
jank, at seller’s expense. in Hongkong. 

The wholo matter is patent in this Cham- 
ber's opinion, acd it appears unreasonable 
to doabt the existence of some such 
methods as are indicated for the contina- 
ance of the il'egal breaches of Treaty that 
permanently occur, and equally unreason- 
able to expect the complainants to furnish 
specific proof of any particular breaches, 
A very fair analogy may be instanced with 
whot hss occurred again and again with 
the Gambling Houses at Kowloon Cit! 
which may be within your Lordships 
cognisance. 

Remoustrance after remonatrance is 
addressed by the Governor of thia Oolony,
